In 1942 a barrage balloon escapednear Ballyclare, Antrim, Jn 
Northern Ireland, and gave two motorists the greatest surprise 
they ever had. While they rode along the highway, the car took 
off into the air without warning. Peering out of the windows, the 
astonished motorists discovered that a cable from a balloon 
had caught around the automobile and was rapidly hoisting it 
aloft. The only thing they could do was to jump, an act which 
they quickly performed a few moments before the automobile 
landed in a, tree top to which the balloon had anchored. A soldier finally shot down 
the blimp, but in falling, it tangled with high tension wires, causing a short circuit 
that left Ballyclare without electric power for some time. 

Although hit by flak and abandoned by its crew, a Liber- 
THE GHOST PLANE. ator p | ane f| e wl50 miles back to its home base in England 
after a raid on Germany in April, 1944. Despite the fact that no one was at the 
controls, the ship flew in perfect formation on a straight and level course, as if 
guided by an unseen hand. When the shores of England were reached, gunners on 
adjoining planes prepared to shoot her down. As if ascertaining their actions in 
advance, the abandoned airship suddenly banked off to the right and fell into the 
English Channel, a short distance from shore. It was later ascertained that the 
plane had crashed just ten miles from her home base.

The pilot of an eight-ton airplane flying over Renfrew, 
Scotland, in September, 1949, was the hero of an air battle 
that won't get into the official record books nor 'win him any 
medals. His antagonist'was a seven-ounce plover bird who 
collided against the windshield of the giant air-liner, causing 
the glass to crack. The pilot was compelled to land for 
repairs several minutes after the bird hit the ground - dead. 



<ni f\ Fl iruT A woman of Galesburg, Illinois, who had never flown a plane 
50LO FLIbHT. before, took an unintentional solo flight. She was seated in the 
cockpit of her husband's aircoupe while he was cranking the engine by twirling the 
propeller, when all of a sudden the plane lurched and took off. Grasping the con* 
trols, she circled the airport twice, and after two attempts, succeeded in bringing 
the plane to a safe landing. The only damage was a broken landing wheel and a 
case of nervous shock. 



In January, 1945, while on a South Pacific island playing ^ 
ball for a Marine Division regimental team,, a PFC lifted a 
high foul out past third base. At that moment a small artil- 
lery spotting plane was coming in for a landing. The ball 
crashed through the windshield, broke the pilot s jaw, and 
knocked him unconscious. The plane's only passenger was a 
Marine Corporal who had never before flown a plane. By 
using the dual controls, he managed to pull the plane out of 
Its dive. After he had sweated out thirty minutes of level flight, the pilot came 
to, and they landed on another island, fifteen miles away.

Happy, but distracted, the pilot flew 
his plane into a tree top, an electric wire and another tree top, 
where he ended his trip. He shinnied down, hurried to the 
girl to assure her he hadn't been hurt. He soon discovered 
that she wasn't the girl he thought she was, but a total stranger.
